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‘ Advertising—the Business Vehicle 

E Brief Discussion of the Elements Out of Which Some Men Have Wrought 

is Successful Achievement 

* BOUT the most wasteful thing in business is poorly 

oN managed advertising; nevertheless, when one under- 

ee stands it—-and there is no mystery in it—only com- 
mon sense—it is the most productive. It may be 

\ likened to a reliable vehicle which can be made to be 
wo a thing of use or an engine of destruction. Not to 

; x be too deadly serious, suppose we carry out the alle- 

‘ gory and avoid the dry-as-dust predigested stuff if we can. 

a Plenty of men have pushed bricks up a plank on a wheelbarrow 
all their lives and made a living at it. But—a one-wheeled vehicle 
de is mighty hard on the back and not particularly profitable to the 
prs pocket. The two-wheeled vehicle is good for speed and a light load. 
ee but not until we get into the four-wheel class do we find the convey 
ex ance which answers for the big work. Our four-wheeler may be smali 
ae or it may be a big limousine with silver mounted handles on the 
ad doors, but if it is properly managed we get where we want to go. 

] A business can be run without advertising in the narrow sense; 

but broadly speaking no one can sell anything without advertising. 
The common idea of advertising involves the purchase of expensive 

2 newspaper and magazine space. People regard it as enormously 

profitable for men who make soap and safety-razors and breakfast 

' food, but too costly for the man who sells at retail from a 25 by 100 

3 foot store. 

But if we consent to look upon advertising as publicity, then we 

} can regard it, without straining our imaginations, as the wheels

where. These four wheels may be likened (1) to newspaper adver

Mach wheel of our business vehicle will bear separate analysis. 
The spokes in the Newspaper Advertising wheel, for instance, may 
be analyzed about as follows: 

The newspaper used by the dealer should be one which cireu 
lates most freely among the class of people whom he wishes to reach. 
Of two or more papers he will logically select the one which makes 
the strongest appeal to the business men of his community, and which 
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circulates most generally among them and has the greatest influence 
in their homes, stores and offices. His advertising copy in such a 
paper should be of the kind that has interest. A formal stereotyped 
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card used issue after issue is of very little account as an advertise- 
ment. Better by far to have an occasional larger announcement 
which really tells something that the merchant wishes the publie to 
know. Reporters get in the course of their experience what they 
term a ‘‘nose for news,’’ that is, they get the faculty after a time 
of picking out from a mass of dry and uninteresting material the 
one nub of human interest which makes the whole story worth 
reading. An advertisement should be written with the same end 
in view, that is, to pick out one fact or set of facts that will undoubt- 
edly interest business people, and write the story around these facts. 
There may be few words or many words, but if the news fact is of 
interest the advertisement will be read. 

In addition to its news quality an advertisement should possess 
the virtue of sincerity and truthfulness. No amount of interest can 
ever excuse a word or a hint of untruth in advertising. A he in an 
advertisement is a boomerang which always comes back to floor the 
teller. 

There are perhaps some merchants, who, realizing that they do 
not possess the reporter’s ‘‘nose for news’’ will give up the attempt 
despair and decline to advertise properly hecause, forsooth, they 
cannot write good COPY. Then is the time to eall in the editor of the 
paper and the manager of the advertising department and go into 
executive session, explaining that what is wanted from the advertise- 
nent is results, and that to get results the copy must be made so 
interesting that people will read it, and so true that they will be 
ecnvineed the instant they have gathered its import. If we were able 
to tell here in a few sentences how this can be accomplished, be 
assured that we would do so. We might perhaps, if we knew all 
the circumstances surrounding an advertiser’s situation, be able to 
write a convincing piece of copy, but with this information at hand 
the advertiser, the editor of his paper, and the advertising manager 
will most certainls be able to produce a worth-while piece of work. 

The third spoke in the wheel has to do with the amount of space 
involved, and this depends, of course, somewhat on the size of one’s 
business and the results one may locally expect to receive from 
advertising. Probably for the average office equipment business 
the use of occasional advertisements is sufficient if each one is well 
written. Some houses employ space regularly, either each day or 
in the Sunday papers of each week. 

The fourth spoke in the wheel is frequent changes of Copy. 
Because copy is good it need not be worked to death. The publica 
tion which makes its living from advertising is glad indeed to change 
copy as frequently as is desired, providing in that way they ean 
assure themselves of a more continuous use of space, and frequent 
changes of advertising copy are necessary to maintain the interest 
of readers. 

Number five. The character of typography and composition is 
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up to the compositor in the newspaper office, who will not always 
produce a good job unless the advertiser insists upon it. The editor 
and the publisher of the paper always want the members of their 
staff to do as well as can be done by all advertisers, but they cannot 
in the nature of things watch every advertisement; hence the adver 
tiser must take if upon himself to register a vigorous kick whenever 
the stvle of typography does not come up to first-class standards. 
Those who advertise should make it a part of their recreation to 
study specimens of good tvpographical composition in order to 
fortify and broaden their own ideas on the subject. 

The sixth and last spoke in the wheel of Newspaper Advertising 
is the seasonable and seasonal advertising. Seasonable advertising 
has reference to those goods which are suitable at certain times of 
the vear, depending largely upon the condition of the elements 
With this kind of advertising the office equipment dealer has little 
to do, but with seasonal advertising he has much to do, if we may 
he permitted to define seasonal advertising as that sort of announce 
ment which has reference to goods which are appropriate on such 
holidays as Master, Christmas, New Year’s, Thanksgiving, Fourth of 
July, and the like. With all these holidays and with special local 
days, church holidays, ete., the stationer has much to do and can 
make them sources of considerable profit without any offense what 
ever to the sensibilities of his patrons. 

In the Letters and Cireulars wheel we have as the first spoke 
the mailing list, which may be obtained from local city and telephone 
directories, and may be kept up to date by careful reading of the 
daily papers with reference to the announcement of new firms, indi 
viduals going into business, new companies incorporated, weddings, 
births, ete. Another method of adding to one’s mailing list is the 
system adopted by many stores of keeping a register of all customers. 
Mach clerk is instructed to obtain the name and address of each per 
son Who makes a purchase at the store, if the purchase is for cash 
and is taken away by the customer. If the amount is charged then 
the name and address of the customer appears in the regular course, 
or if the goods are paid for and delivered the name and address 
necessarily appear. But many stores have found it valuable to keep 
nu register of all customers making cash purchases. This register is 
followed up from time to time by means of suitable letters, and when 
rightly handled has been made a source of no little profit to stores 
whieh have adopted the system. 

A mailing list is drawn up from many different sources and is 
readily kept up to date by a little work each day. Such a list is 
arranged alphabetically on cards, each card bearing the name and 
address of the customer and the character of his business, with per 
haps a brief record of important purchases he may have made. Such 
alist may be classified under different headings and arranged alpha 
hetically under each class. By this method one can avoid wasting 
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postage when circularizing only a certain class of trade. But a suit- 
able mailing list however obtained, if kept up to date, is a valuable 
asset, for it gives instant opportunity to make special announcements 
to a definite class of purchasers. To feel that we are addressing 
an individual and not the public at large gives us considerable 
advantage in the directness and ease with which we go about it. 

Number two has to do with the letter itself. Letters which go 
to a mailing list are of a circular character necessarily, and must be 
made by means of some kind of a duplicating machine. They may or 
may not be filled in with a matched address and salutation. Usually 
they should be signed in person by the merchant who sends them out, 
and always it should be his object to give them a certain character 
istic personal touch, a certain small degree of intimacy, with perfect 
sincerity, simplicity and directness, which will give even a circular 
letter a hold upon the reader. There are valuable books upon the 
writing of circular letters, and Orrick AppLiances will be glad to 
recommend one or more of these to any reader who will send us an 
inquiry. A characteristic, however, of the circular letter must be 
imeliness and tact. 

Frequeney of letters is the third spoke in the wheel, and with 
egard to this it is not necessary to suggest anything except that cir 
cular letters should not be too frequent, but that they should wait 
somewhat upon the spirit of the writer. They may be sent out as 
often as the advertiser has something of sufficient value to tell his 
customers. As a rule a letter sent oftener than onee a month ts 
hardly profitable. 

The fourth spoke, that of circulars and hand bills, is one which 
should be relied upon with some discretion. We believe it is of little 
value to get out a circus-posterish piece of printing, hire a boy and 
have it thrown in people’s front vards. Better let such things be well 
considered; let them be certain to tell something that is of interest to 
customers, and let them tell it at a Jump without wasting words | 
preliminaries. No hand bill will be read if the interest of the reader 
ix not enchained with the first sentence. Having gotten up the bill 
let it either be enclosed in an envelope and placed in the mail boxes 


of customers, or mailed to them in the regular course. A supply 
should always be on hand to be wrapped in with packages which are 
ivered to customers Many of the best cireulars which dealers 


can possibly have are gotten up by the manufacturers whose goods 
they handle and are furnished free. It should be a matter not only 
of interest but of honor for every dealer to distribute these cireulars 
thoroughly among his customers and prospective customers. 
Kive—making use of current personal news. This is something 
which can be done by the dealer by means of personal letters. The 
art of personal letter writing is something that ought to be studied 
hy every man who does any kind of a business. By the letter one 


nav Convey all of the respect, all of the good will, and all of the 
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agreeable sentiments which one may convey by word of mouth. 
One thing the merchant should always avoid in using personal 
announcements as a basis of follow-up. We refer to the sorrowful 
things of life. Nothing will kill a sale quicker than to attempt to 
use a tragedy as a basis of profit, but announcements of weddings, 
births, ete., may readily be made a vehicle whereby many an order 
can be booked. A properly written letter under such circumstances, 
while thoroughly understood by the recipient of it, is nevertheless 
a flattering recognition of one’s importance, and an additional evi 
dence of the good will with which the prospective customer is 
regarded by the responsible merchants of his town! 

The sixth spoke has reference to seasonal announcements, which 
can be covered by means of circulars to good advantage. There are 
many things in the office equipment store, such as seasonal cards, 
calendars, desk sets, diaries, ete., which need only to be called to 
people’s attention. We believe that a little story about how some 
one kept a diary for thirty or forty years, and of its value in after 
vears, might result in selling many such books. A similar suggestion 
might be carried out with other seasonal goods. 

With regard to the spokes in the third wheel, the Good Words 
of Customers, there is surely little necessity of saying much, for to 
be courteous, to be square, to be patient, to be accommodating, to be 
alert to fill the wants of customers, and to be a real citizen of the 
town in which one lives,—-all these are the best possible sort of adver 
tising. This wheel runs side by side with the fourth wheel, which is 
General Appearances. They are part of the service which the store 
gives, and they fly on the wings of rumor to the farthest corners 
where that service extends. 

In the General Appearances wheel, to be sure, the first spoke is 
the store window, because that is the very first thing which greets 
the customer when he starts to pass the store. If the store windows 
are dirty, ill-arranged, slovenly in appearance, then the chances are 
unless he has some strong reason for going in, he will pass by and 
go to some store where the appearance of things is more to his taste. 
\ slovenly store window never attracted a hesitating customer, while 
a well-trimmed, neat and attractive store window has convinced many 
a man who hesitated, and has brought him into the store whose 
service matched up with the good appearance of the windows on 
the outside. 

The next thing to take into consideration is the view from the 
entrance iooking in. If this view is pleasing and betrays order, and 
at the same time gives the atmosphere of a busy establishment, the 
prospective customer will enter under the proper mental conditions. 

Third, the orderliness and convenience with which the goods are 
arranged make for prompt service, which every customer whether 
he is busy or not, appreciates. Every man likes to have other people 
respect his time. If he hasn’t a thing on earth to do, nevertheless 
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‘ he wants plenty of time in which to choose the things that he might be 
iy do, and therefore prompt service and attention are necessary if one nye 
ee would please any customer. @

Mr. Buchanan believes that the stationery broker as a 
broker should be discouraged by manufacturers, who 
should either take the man on under a sales contract and 
reimburse him by paying him a commission for making 
sales and then carry the account himself with the con 
sumer, or should refuse to sell him as an outside individual 
concern unless the broker carries a stock, investing money 
in it and thereby becoming a stationer. The size of this 
stock in dollars and cents value before the man should be 
entitled to a trade discount may be comparatively small, 
but it should be made large enough so that it will not 
afford an opportunity to dodge the issue by simply putting 
in $50 or $100 worth of staple stock. The same idea might 
be applied to advantage, in Mr. Buchanan's opinion, to 
printers who turn over stationery supplies to customers 
at cost. The printer is no more entitled to stationery at 
a discount than ts a shoe dealer, unless he puts in a suffi 
cient stock to enable him to class properly as a stationer 

Mr. Buchanan believes that the association could insti- 
tute a committee for credit protection which would work 
intelligently through the membership of the stationers’ 
association and very closely with a like body of the Na 
tiona! Credit Men's Association, so that information 
could be had through such a committee that would be 
profitable to everyone concerned

Commission and head of the Information Bureau, offers

This 
bureau will issue bulletins from time to time, giving such 
information 

There are many other stationers, who are comparatively 
new in the business, and they can use the services of this 
bureau to tell them where buy such goods as they de- 
sire to purchase and handle; and, upon inquiry, we will 
give this information to them. 

Both the old timers and the novices in the business will 
alike appreciate the bulletins from this bureau, recom- 
mending such selling prices as will be fair to the pur- 
chaser, and profitable to the stationers; and there 1s a 
growing tendency on the part of stationers to observe 
these recommendations 

The stationers of the United States furnish thousands 
of offices their equipment and supplies, and as business 
men today are demanding the latest and best of every- 
thing, every stationer should know what is the latest and 
best for his customers. If they do not, someone else will 
‘beat them to it” and a good customer may be lost. This 
bureau, by frequent bulletins to its members, intends to 
keep them advised very generally, so they can select 
offerings to their customers as they understand their 
needs and tastes 

It is the aim and object this bureau to be most prac- 
tical in every way, and as soon as we have on file the 
italogues and other selling literature of the manufac- 
turers and importers of the goods handled by stationers 
we will give any and all information requested of us; and 
even now we are in position te answer the inquiries that 
we receive daily from our members

membership in the national association.

The great increase in the number of ladies attending has led to the 
suggestion that a special fee be charged for them also. 

The social side of annual meetings develops acquaintances in a 
way that cannot be accomplished by routine business meetings. The 
value of the social side is sometimes underestimated. At a recent 
convention of another business group, an extra day was provided for 
‘*plav-day.’’ It was such a success that the recommendation was 
made to have a ‘*plav-day’’ at all future meetings. A member said 
at one of the sessions that more had been accomplished through 
plaving together than was accomplished through working together 

The direct benefits of its activities make the National Associa 
tion of Stationers and Manufacturers one of the best trade organiza 
tions in the country. The benefits are many and the cost is small. 
The benefits which accrue to every man by association with men in 
his own business, men who encounter in their work the same prob 
lems and the same perplexities, make membership worth while. 

Of course, the National Association of Stationers and Manu 
facturers has not been able to eliminate all the trade abuses which 
have grown up in a couple of hundred vears, nor has it been able to 
make an entire change in the practice of every concern which it has 
touched. It does not pretend to have produced ideal conditions, for 
its members are well aware that there is no such thing as the ideal! 
condition in business nor in any of the relations of life. 

But it has made a great fraternity of the industry; it has elimi 
nated the old Ishmaelitish spirit; it has elevated the standards of 


the business, and, by promoting fellowship among members, it has 
made the work more pleasant.

Some Suggestions and Criticisms.

in a careful, sympathetic way by studying the 
thoroughly and by taking into consideration 
the honesty and solvency of the buyers. 

The best way for Americans to develop their commer- 


cial relations in Belgium will no doubt be to send repre- 
sentatives direct These men would then see what the 
Belgian people need and how American goods can be 
adapted to these needs By visiting those with whom 
they intend to do business they can show their samples, 
investigate regarding the best methods available to mar- 
ket the goods, familiarize themselves with the customs 
and practices of the buyers, and determine how to get 
the goods into Belgium in the cheapest and most effec- 
tive way They can also better judge what credit should 


be allowed and establisl pleasant and cordial relations
